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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 19-20 are allowed and renumbered as 1-2, respectively. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations which the Applicant claims in claims 1 and 2 in a manner 
which would warrant a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103, 
especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed. 

The best prior art, Weinberg et al's reference (6,014,586), discloses a 
semiconductor device comprising: a wiring substrate 32 having a row of 
electrode pads 54 formed thereon and two semiconductor chips 34/38 having a 
plurality of electrode pads 64/68 on the main surfaces and mounted on the 
substrate, wherein chip 34 is positioned at the opposed side from the chip 38 of 
the row of electrode pads 54; wire 98 electrically connected electrode pads 68 of 
chip 38 with the row of electrode pads 54. However, Weinberg et al's reference 
fails to teach: lands formed on the rear surface of the substrate and electrically 
connected to the electrode pads on the main surface of the substrate, and the 
method step of each wire applying a first bonding to an electrode pad of the 
wiring substrate and a second bonding to an electrode pad of the chip after the 
first bonding, as recited in claim 19.
